In our decision entitled the Claim of Helen M. D~e. (cla~ No. Cu-0807

which we incorporate herein by reference), we held that the properties owned

by the Company were n~tionalized or othe~ise taken by the Government of Cuba

on August 6, 1960, and that this type of claim is compensable to an ~erican

national under the facts and conditions set forth therein. We need not again~

detail here the reasons or the method used in dete~ining the value per share

of $34.056.

On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Co~is-

sion finds that this clai~nt comes within the te~s of the ~ decision;

that she was an ~erican national at the requisite times; that" she has been

the o~er of i00 shares of stock in the Cia. Azucarera Atlantica del Golfo

since prior to August 6, 1960~ and that she suffered a loss in the

amount of $3,405.60 within the mianing of Title V of the Act. Fu=ther,

the Co~ission finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by

interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6~ 1960, the date of-

~oss, to the date on which provisions are ~de for the settlement thereof.
